The all-important question of which 
sixteen ladies are to be honored with 
positions in the grand quadrille at the 
Centennial ball has at length been 
settled, according to a dispatch from 
New York.

the early days of the Republic. It is 
to be hoped that -these unfortunate 
occurrences may lead to a reaction in 
favor of manly worth in preference to 
vulgar display.
